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TAFT SMASHES LABOR'S AMBITIONS 
Senator Taft's victory will be the topic of more elec- 


tion postmortems than any in the United States, and 
rightly so. It was almost a perfect laboratory test of 
labor's power at the polls. 


Organized labor made the greatest effort in its political 


history to dislodge an incumbent lawmaker. As never 
elsewhere, it presented a united front. It spent sizable 
sums, ground out millions of pieces of literature, recruited 
large numbers from its own ranks first to help register 
the labor vote and then to get it to the polls, and brought 
top national labor men into Ohio to press the cause against 
Taft. 


Never before was a man's record in Congress combed so 


exhaustively for ammunition that could be used against 
him. By his votes over a 12-year span, Taft was portrayed 
as an enemy of the worker, the farmer, the veteran and 
the housewife. 
He was called a hateful man with a 


heart of iron, who had no right to ask people to call him 
"Bob." 


What happened as result of this terrific outpouring of 


energy? 


Taft won re-election by 430,000 votes, the third high- 


est plurality ever gained by a Senate candidate in Ohio 
history. His total vote was a record for a senate nominee. 
He swept 84 of Ohio's 88 counties, and even carried 
such key labor strongholds as Cleveland, Youngstown, 
Akron and Dayton. 


So labor failed utterly in its biggest test. But why? 
One answer to this question is found in an editorial 


written for NEA Service, Inc., by Bruce Biossat, who 
says: 


In simplest terms, it failed because it didn't deliver 


the labor vote as it wished. Jack Kroll, director of the 
CIO's Political Action Committee and" himself an Ohioan, 
conceded this when he said—"they (the workers) just 
don't seem to have voted the. way we wanted them to." 


The labor managers of the anti-Taft fight overlooked 


many things, but none more important than the evident 
fact that a worker, like any other American, considers 
himself a free individual capable of deciding on his own 
how to vote. You can carry him to the polls, but you 
can't tell him what to do. He resents dictation, especially 
from people outside his own state and city. 


' ' 
» 
Taft must have polled from a third to a half of labor's 


vote, while union men before the election were grant- 
ing him only a fifth. 


Furthermore, labor did not measure accurately the re- 


action its extreme campaign efforts would stir. 
Create 


a big fuss and you most often arouse one in the opposite 
camp. 
Just what happened—Taft's campaign was the 


best organized of his career. He got more money and 
more help, volunteer and otherwise, than ever before. 
It 


was probably the biggest Republican effort at all levels 
since Wendell Willkie's days. 


Labor realized to some degree that this was occurring, 


but felt its delivery of the labor vote would 
offset. 


It perhaps understood now tbat whipping up a tre- 
mendous ballyhoo against a candidate isn't necessarily the 


• way to beat him. 


The nation over, this was a campaign marred by dis- 


tortion and untruth. But nowhere was this more true than 
in Ohio—except possibly New York—and labor was the 
guiltiest. It twisted and warped Taft's votes out of all re- 
lation to their true meaning. It indulged in outright 
falsehood. It even took a quote from his father, William 
Howard Taft, altered it vitally, and stuck it in Taft's 
mouth. 


Though Taft's own campaign certainly was not free 


of exaggeration and inaccuracy, it was by contrast direct, 
forthright, pointed straight at the basic issues. 


Maybe labor will learn from this painful lesson, as all 


politicians should in many quarters of the nation, that 
lies and misrepresentations are not ingredients for suc- 
cess at the polls. 


Many will say labor lost largely because it backed a 


weak candidate, Democrat Joseph T. Ferguson. But weak- 
er men than Joe have been elected and are now serving 
in the senate, and they beat good men to get there. 


You can't blame it all on Joe. The fact is he might 


have done better without such vociferous assistance. 
Strictly, this was labor's show. 
It would have taken 


credit for the victory. It certainly can't escape responsibil- 
ity for defeat.

Truman's Age Will Be a Factor 
In 1952 Presidential Election

TC, . 3HINGTON—(NEA)—With the mid-term c-_iion out of the way. 
**. political interest now jumps two years to the presidential election 
of 1952. Barring his own unexpected daath or retirement, President 
Harry Truman will unquestionably be a candidate to succeed himself. 


The President is now 66 years old. He will be 68 in 1952. If re- 
| elected, he would be 72 at the end of his terrrii if he lived it out. And 


the question arises as to whether any man should be asked to assume 
the responsibilities of this toughest job in the world at that age. 


This is said regardless of how good a Chief Executive Mr. Truman 


may be considered, no matter how much of a people's choice and 
savior of his country he may consider himself to be, 


William Henry Harrison is the only U. S. president ever inaugurated 


at 68. He died in his first year in office, 1841. 


Only ten of the 33 U. S. presidents have lived past 72. All of them, 


however, reached this ripe old age some- years after they had retired 
from the White House. 


Herbert Hoover is now 76. But he quit being president at 58. Wil- 


liam Howard Taft •was 72 when he died. He was 55 when he quit. 


Before Hoover and Taft, the last president who lived to be more 


than 72 was James Buchanan. -He was retired from the presidency 
at 69 and died at 77. 


Three bad wrecks on the Pennsylvania Railroad in re- 


cent months in the local area have each occurred on a Sun- 
day—resulting in traffic jams on highways in the vicinities 
involved that really taxed the best efforts of state police 
and railroad officials. 


D. ROOSEVELT was only 63 -when he died—less than 


six months after he had been elected for a fourth term. There is 


now no question that the heavy duties of'the war plus the strain of 
long years in office greatly affected his capabilities. 


The wisdom of many of the decisions he made toward the end of 


the war is still open to serious question. This can be said not as a 
matter of hindsight,' but as a simple matter of recorded history that 
anyone should be able to recognize. 


At the end of his present term in office, Harry Truman will have 


been president for over seven years—two full terms lacking only 
three months. -He was 60 when he took office. Only two presidents 
have been older at inauguration. 


No man should be subjected to the punishment of this job to the 


point of complete exhaustion and breakdown. It isn't fair to the 
man. It isn't fair to the country. 


It is beside the point for Democratic Party chiefs and coat-tail 
riders to argue that Mr. Truman is the indispensable man, the perfect 
campaigner, the only man with whom the party can win in 1952. 


There is always a great political temptation, of course, to keep on 


backing a winner. If the Democratic Party feels that it has no other 
leader to run, that is. a weakness of the Democratic P, arty. Any party 
that wants to retain power must develop new leaders or lose office. 
TT is also beside the point to argue that Mr. Truman is now in per- 
A feet health. That he works every night till midnight over his 
briefcase. That he gets up with the birds and takes long walks. That 
tie gets complete relaxation from his vacations at Key West. 


The President has stood up well under the strain. He has enjoyed 


his term in the White House. He has had fun along with his head- 
aches. He may have the perfect disposition for the presidency. He 
has heart and guts. He can dish.it out. He can take it. 


A politician who is in office always hates to let go. Calvin Coolidge 


bad the wisdom to count himself out of the picture after six years 
He probably could have been re-elected if he had chosen to run. But 
be died before he would have finished that term.

Permit Retailing 
Of Colored Oieo 


Harrisburg—The 
overwhelming 


victory of Michigan's referendum 
to legalize yellow oleomargarine Is 
heralded by Pennsylvania house- 
wives as a sure omen of the pas- 
sage of similar legislation in Penn- 
sylvania. 


By a 2 to 1 majority, Michigan 


voters ont Tuesday 
ended their 


two-year battle 
to repeal the 


state's antiquated law prohibiting 
the sale of yellow oleomargarine. 


The widespread consequences of 


the Michigan 
referendum 
were 


evinced today in a statement by 
Mrs. William L. Collins, president 
of the Harrisburg chapter of the 
League of Women Voters. Speak- 
ing on behalf of the League, she 
said: 


"The 
legal 
discrimination 


against margarine has long been 
of both national and state-wide in- 
terest to the League of Women 
Voters. It has been placed on our 
agenda to be taken up for action 
with the 1951 Pennsylvania Legis- 
lature. 


"The referendum favoring color- 


ed oleomargarine in the dairy state 
of Michigan is an 
indication of 


public sentiment no Pennsylvania 
Legislature can ignore." 


The Michigan referendum had 


its roots in a petition signed by 
thousands of Michigan voters in 
1948, 
under the initiative provis- 


ions of the state constitution, to 
introduce a bill legalizing yellow 
margarine. The bill was quickly 


passed by the Michigan 
Legisla- 


ture with a large majority. 
But 


before it comd be enacted as the 
law of the state, butter inte'rests 
petitioned to have it placed before 
the voters in a general referendum. 


Last Tuesday was the first time 


the voters of the entire state had 
an opportunity to voice themselv- 
es on the 
subject. They voted 


819,111 to 406,504 *n favor of re- 
moting the restrictions against the 
sale of yellow oleomargarine, with 
most of Michigan's voting districts 
reported. 


Prior to the approval of the re- 


ferendum, Michigan's 
housewives 


who wanted to serve yellow oleo- 
margarine were forced to mix col- 
oring matter with white oleomar- 
garine. Now they will be able to 
buy it pre-colored.
